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REMARKS 

Claims 1-25, 34-41, and 50-51 were pending in this Application. All claims 
were allowed. By this amendment, claims 1 and 9 have been amended. 
Accordingly, claims 1-25, 34-41, and 50-51 are now pending in this Application. 
Claims 1 , 9, 1 0, 1 8, and 34 are independent claims. 

Please enter the above amendment in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .31 2. 
Applicants are permitted to make an amendment limiting the scope of the claims 
under MPEP § 714.16. The supervisory patent examiner is permitted to approve 
such amendments. 

Applicants hereby respectfully request that the supervisory patent 
examiner consider this Amendment and enter the Amendment before the patent 
issues. 

The scope of claims 1 and 9 has been narrowed slightly in order to better 
place the claims in compliance with recent court decisions. These amendments 
were not presented earlier because the interpretation of the patent law has 
changed recently. No new matter has been added and no new search is 
required. No additional search or examination is required because the claims 
have only been narrowed in scope. Because the claims were already allowable, 
the amended claims having narrower scope are also allowable. Therefore, the 
Amendment should be entered and the claims allowed.
